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FOUR YEAR TERM. ALL SEVEN MEMBERS WILL BE ELECTED IN JUNE. 
MEMBERS SERVE IN THEIR PERSONAL CAPACITY, NOT AS REPRESEN- 
TATIVES OF THEIR GOVERNMENTS. SEVERAL GOVERNMENTS ARE 
ALREADY SOLICITING SUPPORT FOR THEIR CANDIDATES. 

2. THE DEPARTMENT HAS DECIDED TO NOMINATE MR. TOM J. FARER, 

A PROFESSOR OF LAW AT RUTGERS UNIVERSITY, MEMBER OF SENIOR 
RESEARCH STAFF OF COUNCIL ON FOREIGN RELATIONS AND AUTHOR 
OF A NUMBER OF BOOKS AND MONOGRAPHS. 

3. PRESENT INCUMBENT. AMBASSADOR WOODWARD, INFORMED DE- 
PARTMENT APPROXIMATELY ONE YEAR AGO OF HIS LACK OF INTEREST 
IN BEING RENOMINATED; HE RECOMMENDED THAT REPLACEMENT HAVE 
STRONG BACKGROUND IN INTERNATIONAL LAW. 

4. REQUEST YOU INFORM FONOFF OF US NOMINATION OF TOM J. 

FARER FOR ELECTION TO IAHRC AND REQUEST SUPPORT OF HOST 

GOVERNMENT FOR HIS ELECTION.
